Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
Year  ending  December  31st,  1936,  being  the  34th  Annual  Report  sub- 
mitted to  your  Council 

Silicosis — As  you  are  aware,  this  disease  appears  to  be  part  and 
parcel  of  the  Anthracite  miners’  life,  and  is  probably  as  well  marked 
:n  the  only  Colliery  in  your  Area  as  in  any  part  of  the  South  Wales 
Coalfield  During  the  past  year,  much  has  been  written  and  much  re- 
search work  has  been  carried  out  concerning  the  cause  or  causes  of  this 
disease.  One  theory  put  forward  was  that  the  disease  was  due  to  a 
germ,  but  since  this  elusive  little  bug  has  not  so  far  been  isolated,  one 
piobably  is  not  far  wrong  if  one  is  allowed  to  have  a doubt  on  that 
existence  of  the  alleged  bug.  At  Dortmund,  Germany,  the  dust-filter- 
ing efficiency  of  the  human  nose  and  its  significance  in  the  causation  of 
Silicosis  has  shown  that  where  there  is  a low  nasal  filtration,  there  is  a 
far  greater  susceptibility  m miners  with  poor  nasal  filtration  than  in 
miners  with  good  filtration. 

At  h recent  Court  Case,  when  the  men  refused  to  go  underground 
because  of  the  excessive  dust — either  present  or  alleged  to  be  present 
underground — the  decision  of  the  Magistrates  would  appear  to  be  of 
some  importance,  since  they  found  ' there  was  a certain  quantity  of 
Silica  dust  in  the  atmosphere,  but  such  quantity  was  not  sufficient  to  con- 
stitute a danger  ;o  the  workmen.”  We  have,  therefore,  a legal  unknown 
quantity  of  Silica  dust  that  is  non-harmful,  and  another  unknown  quantity 
which  is  harmful. 

Fortunately,  the  decision  of  the  Magistrates  was  not  unanimous,  buL 
by  a majority.

These  figures  arc  very  high,  and  we  cannot  agree  that  Silicosis  is 
other  than  a very  terrible  disease  for  men  working  underground. 

Regarding  the  case  of  death  where  Certificates  were  refused,  we 
know  that  this  man  died  as  a result  of  the  inhalation  of  dust  and  that 
Silicosis  was  admitted  to  be  a contributory  cause  of  death. 

Why  death  accelerated  by  Silicosis  does  not  allow  a claim  for 
Compensation  to  be  made  on  behalf  of  Dependents,  one  is  at  a loss  to 
understand.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply. — The  supply  of  Water  for  the  district  was  again 
plentiful  throughout  the  year.  As  mentioned,  in  last  year’s  Report,  re 
the  Installation  of  Filters  and  Chlorination  Plant,  these  have  now  been 
erected,  and  work  in  a most  satisfactory  manner. 

Owing  to  a loss  of  head  taking  place  at  the  Filters,  it  has  been 
necessary  to  fix  an  Plydrostat  on  Ammanford  Square,  so  that  the  higher 
regions  in  the  district  might  have  a constant  and  uninterrupted  supply. 
This  was,  at  the  commencement,  not  up  to  expectations,  but  is  now 
working  most  efficiently. 

The  recorded  quantity  of  Water  used  was  1 19,846,664  gallons, 
which  approximates  41  gallons  per  head  per  day. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  Sewers  have  again  this  year  func- 
tioned without  any  trouble.  The  automatic  Flushing  Tanks  are  brought 
into  operation  twice  weekly  throughout  the  summer  months.  The  sys- 
tem is  by  gravitation  to  the  Filter  Beds,  and  is  controlled  by  the  Amman 
Valley  Sewerage  Board. 

Thirty-one  Houses  remain  to  be  connected  to  the  Sewers. 


JRivers.  Etc.,  Pollution. — No  action  waa  taken  by  the  Local  Autho- 
rity this  matter.  Consideration  was  given  to  the  matter,  and  the 
County  Council  were  approached  regarding  the  formation  of  a Catch- 
ment Board

Progress  has  been  maintained  in  the  conversion  of  Closets  and 
drainage  connections  to  the  Public  Sewers.  Of  the  31  not  connected, 
this  is  chiefly  due  tc  lack  of  financial  means. 

Public  Cleansing — Dry  Refuse. — The  Council  undertake  the  re- 
moval of  all  dry  House  Refuse.  The  collections  are  made  thrice  weekly 
from  the  centre  of  the  Town,  and  twice  weekly  from  the  outlying  parts. 
Although  reported  to  you  in  my  previous  reports  as  to  the  very  insani- 
tary receptacles  in  use  by  most  of  the  Householders,  nothing  has  been 
done  in  the  matter.  These  can  be  enforced  on  all  Householders  in  the 
District  under  Section  36  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1873. 

The  Refuse,  when  collected,  is  dumped  on  the  Myddinfych 
Farm  outside  the  Urban  Area.  Trade  Refuse  from  Fishmongers’  and 
Fruiterers'  is  also  disposed  of  at  this  Farm.
